Great impor- 
tance seems to be attached by some people 
to the opinions of a person at the hour of his 
death, especially if the sentiments of such an 
one happen to accord with their own. The 
hour of death is indeed always a solemn one, 
and it is to be presumed that the dying man 
will, at that time, if he retain the exercise of 
bis senses, strip himself of all concealment 
or hypocrisy and declare his real sentiments. 
So far as the declarations of a man about 
(lrawing near to his grave, enable us to de- 
tect and ascertain his real belief, they may be 
useful; because it is always desirable that 
hypocrisy should be unmasked. But beyond 
this, we must confess ourselves to be wholly 
unable to discover any- more importance in 
the avowal of a person’s opinions a little be- 
fore his death, than at any other period of 
If that avowal had been made ear-

variant form of paganism,—-Catholics have 
expired in the full faith of papacy,-Jews 
have died believing in judaism,——Methodists 
and free-willers have departed not doubting 
the truth of their doctrines and visions,—Cal- 
vinists have died in the belief of calvinism,— 
Universalists have gone out of the world sup- 
ported by a firm belief in universalism,—in- 
deed, as before remarked, every creed has 
had its disciples and can boast of sustaining 
the souls of believers in it, at the hour of 
death. And we may add also, every creed 
has had its hypocrites, and in a larger or few- 
er cases has been genounced by them. We 
could mention the names of certain distin- 
guished protestants who retreated to popery 
for protection and support in death. Cal- 
vinists have beeaihe armenians, univers ists 
have become. calvinists and methodists and 
free-willers have’ become universalists in 
death. 


These are facts supported by history and 
common observation. Indeed we have known 
many cases like the above ourselves. As it 
relates to our faith, we have seen men die in 
holy peace and resignation believing in the 
universal love and salvation of God, and 
some, who in life professed a different faith, 
renounce limitariapism and embrace our doc- 
trine in the hour of death. But we never 
thought of “warning” others from this cir- 
cumstance, because we know that if the fact, 
that universalists die supported by their faith, 
and others give up an opposite doctrine for 
it, contain any proof of its truth, every senti- 
ment could claim such an advantage and pre- 
tend to its exclusive authority on that ac- 
count. 


But that man must be weak indeed, who,

can demonstrate the existence of such a place | 
by the axioms ofa sound philosophy, but be- 
cause, to use one of their cant unmeaning | 
phrases, they have found the evidence of a| 
hell in their “ experience.” Hence we some- 
times hear these dupes of a disordered im- 
agination say, as it is not long since we did 
hear ove of them say, “I know there is an e- 
ternal hell of misery, because my experience 
told me so. I have seen it by the eye of 
faith,” &c. &e. The same persons are al- 
ways found around the couches of the sick 
and dying, endeavouring when their minds 
are weak and half distracted by pains, to take 
advantage of their situations, and by ihe hor- 
rible denunciations of endless woe, to extort 
from them a confession that they believe in 
their own wild, irrational and uuscriptural 
notions. Whenever-they succeed in the ob- 
ject of their proselyting errand, they will re- 
turn to the world with an indubitable evi- 
derice, stronger than all which the Bible fur- 
nishes to the contrary, of the truth of their 
own peculiar doctrines, pouring out with 
great fury and vehemence their dreadful war- 
nings and threatenings for such as may be 
too well jnformed to subscribe to theif incon- 
sistent and unintelligible theory. 

The real opinions of an individual contain 
just as much proof, and carry just at much 
authority with them, at one period of his life 
as at anotlier, as much at forty years, as at 
And that is none 
If a person renounces any doctrine 


one hour before his death. 
at all. 
which he had professed to, or did really be- 
lieve, he furnishes this and only this proof in 
the case, viz. that he has renounced it. And 
what if he has? Does that prove he has there- 
fore renounced error? Does it prove that the 
Bibie teaches a doctrine which is not true ? 
or thatother people, as well quailfied to judge 
as himself, are heretics because they believe 
it contains a doctrine which he has renounc- 
ed? No. There is not the least particle of 
evidence in his recantations beyond the sim- 
ple, unimportant fact, that he does not be- 
lieve now what he once believed. All this 
aay be true, it may be very well; but it is 
entirely forceless so fur as it could go to show 
the truth, or falsehood of any sentiment.— 
And those who.are so destitute of any settled 





convictions, or so fickle and credulous as 10 
resign their opinions—if any they can be said | 
to have,—to such insignificant testimony, are 
the objeets of our pity, certainly not of our 
veneration arid praise. 

Still there are some professors of religion 
who, if they can but obtain a few words from 
a dying person favoring their doginas, are 
prone to boast and puff about them as if they 
contained an authority above that of inspira- 
tion. They carry them about with them 
and by a continual barping upon them meet 
with the desired success in proselyting to 
their faith those and generally those only who 
prefer to believe what they tell them, rather 
than to be at the trouble to read,—if indeed 
they are qualified-to read,-—the Bible for 
themselves, and obtain therefore the pure and 
rejoicing truths which it reveals. 

Different persons have died in the belief of 
every conflicting faith that ever bad an exis- 
tence; and if the opinions of one man at 
death have any weight to decide the truth of 
any given doctrine, then every sentiment is 
proved to be true, for each has had its disci- 
ples and its meytyrs. Dvists have departed 


because some person may renounce one 
creed and gmbrace another, infers therefore 
that the latter must be true. The dying tes- 
timonies of men have been given in fayour of 
every opposing faith, and all sentiments have 
in time been renounced by some of their dis- 
ciples. Those therefore, who arg ever on 
the alert to search out and obtain some dy- 
ing confessions in favour of their peculiar 
creed,betray a consciousness that they are in 
need of such fallacious testimony. ‘They are 
in pursuit of evidence which has always been 
contradictory and, therefore, without weight. 
Could they support their views from the scrip- 
tures, they would undoubtedly do it; but no 
man who is obliged to go away from the Bi- 
ble for proof of his creed, can be supposed 
to derive much authority from that Sacred 
Volume. 


We were led to these remarks by reading 
lately a silly article in a paper printed in Lim- 
erick, called the “ Morning Star,” written by 
an jgnorant visionary—-for such be appears 
to be—by the name of “Arthur Caverno.” It 
is headed “a solemn warning to universal- 
ists,” and purports to give an account of a 
certain person who died some time ago re- 
nouncing a belief in the scriptural doctrine of 
universal salvation When we first saw that 
story in the Star, we considered it too insig- 
nificant to deserve a notice ; but perceiving 
that another kindred paper, Zion's Herald, 
has seen fit to adorn and enrich is instryc- 
tive and logical columns by its insertion, 
thereby giving it a greater circulation, we 
have concluded, in connection with the fore- 
going remarks to give it a passing notice.— 
After telling a long and unintelligible story 
about a boat with a man in it, and drowning 
his subject in the wonderful figure on which 
he bestows so much clumsy labour, he pro- 
ceeds to inform us that a certain man died 
in Epsom, N. H. who gave up the doctrine 
of universal salvation. This is the whole a- 
mount of his communication. Now admit- 
ting this to be true, what in the name of any 
thing that can be called common sense, does | 
it prove ? Does it prove that our faith, or the 
scriptures which contain it, are false ? Sup- 
pose he did die, as the man says he did, re- | 
nouneing a belief that he and all his fellow- 
men will finally be saved from sin and made 
holy and happy forevery and rejoicing in his

As Ossection Consiperep. We have 
frequently heard it said by persons opposed 
to our views—*“ Admitting your doctrine to 
be true, it is the safest not to believe it.” 

We cannot possibly conceive how such an 
inference should follow the admission that 
our doctrine is true. For how can a person 
be safer in the belief of this error—and for 
the time being, it must also be admitted 
that the notion of endless misery, is such that 
asserts the final damnation of a large part of 
our race, than it is to embrace the other idea, 
supposing it to be true, that all will eventu- 
ally be saved and made bappy? —In short 
has @ person a greater chance for salvation 
who enters a boat which must lose half of its 
crew before it reaches the destined port, than 
if he were on board a large ship which shall 
convey all to the wished for haven? Such 
a question is answered in the very statement 
of it, viz :+there is not so great a chance for 
salvation on the supposition that a part will 
be lost, as there is on the other supposition 
that al] willbe saved. How then is it safer to 
disbelieve our doctrine “admitting it to be 
true?” ff it be true will not all be ‘saved ? 
Can there be any thing safer than that, which 
will save the whole ? 

But the leading term will probably be re- 
versed and we shall be told “ Admitting our 
doctrine to be false, it is safer not to believe 
it.” Ob, very well. But admitting also the 
doctrine of the objector to be false, is it not 
safer todisbelieve it? Certainly itis. What 
then will he do? He will not embrace any 
sentiment lest it might prove false and he 
should not be so safe by believing it as if he 
denied it! 

This kind of doctrine always looked to us 
very childish if not quite insignificant. It 
would plunge a man into an ocean when 
there was many objects afloat around him, 
but would not permit him to seize on either 
for fear it might prove an insufficient one 
and be the means of his destruction. Jt goes 
directly to make faith q matter of mere spec- 
ulating policy, as if a man-could sit down 
and make his calculations which doctrine it 
was best to believe, and throwing his convie- 
tion, common-sense and his understanding 
entirely out of the question, embrace that 
which he concludes not to be the most true, 
but the safest, as he supposes, and stride forth 
the mighty champion ef a faith he knows 
nothing about—a faith which he believes 
without having given himself the trouble to 
examine and see whether it is true or false! 
Can a man believe what he pleases, disre- 
gardfifl of the irresistible eyidence he may.see 
to the contrary? We have sometimes heard 
our opposers say, “ they have tried to believe, 
and wish they could believe that all men 
would be saved, but could not.” Could not 2 
Why ? Because there was not the desired 
and necessary evidenee, as they conceived, 
to make them believe it. But if a man can 
believe from mere motives of speculating pol- 
icy, without regard to the evidence present- 
ed him, why could they not believe in our 
doctrine or any other to which they do not 
subseribe ? The fact is, a man must believe 
what he sees to be rational, and he cannot 
help believing it. He may say, Oh, I will 
not believe so and so, however true any thing 
else may be, and thus make a hypocrite or 
ignoramus of himself, but there is yet a secret 
conyietion in his mind which he purposely 
conceals and strives to stifle, it is that howev- 
er to which Gop looks, and his faith and 
character are judged of by him accordingly. 

It is the safest, or at least it is best to be- 
lieve the truth let that be what tt may! but how 
shall we thus obtain that safety or that ad- 
vantage ? By shutting up our eyes and refu- 
sing to examine and en:brace that which ap- 
pears the most rational? This is undoubt- 
edly what the objector would do on his fa- 
vorite plan of making his belief a matter of 
mere policy, but it is what no man, who 
knows the powers of his mind and the pur- 
pose for which they were given, could be 
prevailed upén to do. Such an one will em- 
brace that which after a full and faithful ex- 
amination appears to him to be the most cor 
rect, having no fears that God will make him 
miserable forever, for coming, according to 
the best of his abilities, to a conclusion that 
may not be exactly like others who believe 
what they do not and cannot understand or 
explain.

LAWS OF THE STATE OF MAINE. 


LEE LET EO 


STATE OF MAINE. 


In the yeer of our I ord onc thousand eight hundred | 

and twenty-seven. 

AN ACT to apportion and assess on the In- 
habitants of this State, a tax of fifty thou- 
sand dollars. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in Legislature assem- 
bled, That each town, plantation or other 
place herein after named, within this State, 
shall be assessed and pay the several sums 
with which they respectively stand charged, | 
viz :— 

{Here follows a Schedule of the towns, &c.] 
Sect. 2. Be it further enacted, That the 

Treasurer of the State, shall forthwith send 

his warrant, directed to the Selectmen or as- 

sessors of eacl: town, plantation or other 
place, taxed as aforesaid, requiring them res- 
pectively to assess the sum, so charged, in 

manner following, viz: ‘To each male poll a- 

bove the age of twenty-one years, within 

their respective towns, plantations or other 
places adjoining them, not belonging to any 
other town or plantation, provided such pla- 
ces were included and returved in the last 
valuation, seventeen cents, provided the same 
shall not exceed one sixth part of the whole 
sum to be assessed ; and if at seventeen cents 
on the poll, the poll tax shall exceed one sixth | 
part of the sum to be assessed, the poll tax | 
shall be so reduced, as not to exceed one sixth 

part of such tax, but shall be made as nearly 

equal as may be tosaid sixth part of the whole; 

and if, by the above rules the proportion of 
the State, County, snd Town or Plantation 

taxes, exclusive of highway taxes, to be paid | 
by the polls, shall, in any town or plantation, | 
exceed two dollars on each poll, it shall be 
reduced so as to make that sum; and the 
highway taxes in such town or nme! 
shall be assessed in the same proportion; 

and the residue of such sum, charged, as a- 

foresaid, to each town, plantation, or other 

place respectively, to assess upon the respec- 

tive inhabitants thereof, according to the val- 

vie of the realestate therein owned or possess- 

ed, by each of them, on the first day of May 
next, either in his own right, or the right of | 
others, improved or not improved, (except | 
pews in houses of public worshfp) er upon 
the owners of real estate in such town, plan- 
tation, or other place, whether such owner 
resides in the same or not, on the first day of 

May, according to the just value thereof: and 

upon nonresident proprietors of real estates, 

lying within such town, plantation or other 
place in their own right, or the right of oth- 
ers, improved or not improved ; and also on 
all the inhabitants of such town, plantation, 
or other place, and all other persons possess- 
ing estates'within the same, on the first day 

of May, according to the proportion of the a- 

inount of their respective personal estates, 

including all monies at interest, more than 
they pay interest for, and all debts due to 
them, more than they are indebted for ; mon- 
ies of all kinds on hand; public securities 
of all sorts; all bank stock, and = shares (or 
property) in any incorporated company 
for a bridge or turnpike road, or shares 
in any other incorporated company possess- 
ing taxable property, according to the just 
value thereof: and also the amount of all 
goods, wares and merchandize, or any stock 
in trade, including stock employed in manu 

factories, not exempted by law; vessels of all 
kinds, whether at home or abroad, with all 
their stores and appurtenances ; and all plea- 
snre carriages drawn by one or more horses ; | 
mules, horses, and neat cattle, each of one 
year old and upwards, and swine six months 
old and upwards; and also the amount of in 

come of such inhabitants from any profes- 
sion, employment, or by an annuity, or lega- 
ey, or other source, or gained by trading at 
sea or on land, and all other property of the 
several kinds returned in the Jast valuation 
for the purpose of taxation; excepting sheep, 
household furniture, wearing apparel, farm- | 
ing utensils, tools of mechanics necessary for 
earrying on their business, aud salt works, 
for the manufacture of salt, and also the ma- | 
chinery in cotton and woollen wanufactories 5 | 
but carding machines used for the purpose of 
carding rolls from sheeps wool, whether at- 
tached to such manutuetories or not, shall 
not by this exception be considered as exemp- 
ted from taxation. 

Sect. 3. Be it further enacted, That every 
freeholder or tenant, who, by virtue of this 
act, may be assessed, and shall pay any suin 
for real estate in his possession, may require 
his landlord, the owner, or agent, of such es- 
tute, to reimburse the half of such sum, un- 
less it be otherwise provided for by an agree- 
ment between them. And every owner of 
horses, mules, or neat cattle, shall be taxed 
therefor, in the town, plantation or other 
place wherein he may be an inhabitant, on 
the first day of May, notwithstanding any of 
said creatures may have been sent to some 
other place for pasturage only, before thattime, 

Sect. 4. Be it further enacted, That the 
Treasurer in his said warrant shall require 
the said Selectmen or assessors, respectively, | 
to make a fair list or lists of their assessinents, 
setting forth in distinct columns against each 
person’s name how much. he or she is assess 
ed for polls, and for real and personal estate 
and income as aforesaid; distinguishing any 
sum assessed on such person as guardian, or 
for any estate in his or her possession in trust, | 
and also insert in such list the number of a- | 
eres of unitnproved land, which they may 
have taxed on each non-resident proprietor 
ef lands, and the value at which they may 
have estimated the same; and such list or 
lists. when completed and signed by them or 
the major part of them, to commit to the col- 
lector or collectors, conssable or constables 
of such town, plantation or other places, res 
pectively, with a warrant or warrants, in due 
form of law, requiring them to collect and 
pay the same to the said Treasurer, or or be- 
fore the first day of January, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-eight, and also to return a certificate 
of the names of such collector or collectors, 
constable or constables, with the sum total, 
which they may be so required to collect, to 
the said Treasurer, some time before the first 
day of December next. 

Sect. 5. Be tt further enacted, That all goods, 
wares, and merchandize, or other stock in 
trade, including stock employed in manufac- 
tories, ships or vessels, shell be taxed in the 
town, plavtation or other place, where they 
are sold, used or improved, notwithstanding 
the owner or owners may reside m some oth- 
er place: Provided, Such person or persons 
do hire a shop, store or wharf in such town, 
plantation or other place, and not where they 
dwell or have their home ; and they shall be 
respectively held to deliver on oath or affir- 
snation, if required, a list of their whole tax-

able estates to the assessors of the town, plan- 
tation, or other place where they may dwell, 
on the said first day of May, distinguishing 
what pert thereof is taxable elsewhere, and 
in defauit thereof, they may be doomed by 
said assessors. Provided, however, That this 
clause shall in no case be so construed as to 
enable the assessors of any town, plantation, 
or other place, to assess an inhabitant of any 
other town, plantation or other place, for a- 
ny other property charged thereon in the last 
valuation. 

Sect. 6. Be it further enacted, That all prop 
erty and estate belonging to any literary or 
charitable institution shall be exempted trom 
assesstucnt and taxation ; and no person shall 
be taxed in any town, on account, or by rea- 
son of his residing there as a student in any 
literary seminary ; and that Indians shall not | 
be assessed and taxed for their polls and es- | 
tates. And if there be any persons, who, by | 
reason of their poverty may be unable to con- 
tribute towards the public charges, in the 
judgment of the said assessors, they may ex- 
empt the polls and estates of such persons, 
or abate any part of the sum which they are | 
assessed at, as the said assessors may think 
just and equitable: And inhabitants of Isl- | 
ands, on which there are no bighways, may 
be omitted in any highway tax, at the discre- 
tion of the town to which they belong. 

Sect. 7. Be it further enacted, 'That the Jus- 
tices of the Court of Sessions, in their respec- 
tive counties, when duly authorized to assess 
a county tax, shall apportion the same on the 
several towns, plantations, and other places 
therein, according to the proportion at which 
they are rated in this act. Andin the assess- 
ment of all county, town, plantation, parish 
or society taxes, the assessors of each town, 
parish, society, plantation or other place with- | 
in this State, shall govern themselves by the | 
same rules, and assess the pollstherein in the 
proportion as they may be assessed, to pay a 
State tax by virtue of this act, having regard | 
to all such alterations of polls and property | 
as may happen within the same, subsequent 
to the assessment of the tax made Sy this act, 
excepting such parishes and societies, for 
which a different provision for assessing their 
taxes, is made by law: Provided always, That 
it shall be lawful for any town, parish, socie- 
ty or plantation to make, levy and collect a- 
hy county, town, parish, society or plantation 
tax, according to a new valuation, and for 
that purpose to cause a new valuation to be 
taken therein, at any time of the year which 
may be determined upon at a legal meeting | 
to be warned for that purpose. 

Sect. 8. Be it further enacted, That the as- | 
sessors shall make their several rate lists, to | 
be committed to the collectors or constables 
in such form, in substance, as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Treasurer of the State, when 
he transmits his warrants to the several towns 
and plantations, as berein directed.
